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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Artful: The Best Filly 


An overwhelming majority of horsemen 
who were around the races for the past 
50 years are of the opinion that Artful 
was by long odds the best filly to race in 
this country during the current century. 

A brown, foaled in 1902, Artful was bred 
by William C. Whitney at La Belle Stud 
at Lexington. She was by Hamburg, the 
first super-colossal race horse of which I 
have a vivid recollection. Hamburg was 
bred by C. J. Enright at the Elmendorf 
Stud and was raced by John E. Madden 
as a 2-year-old in 1897. After winning 
the Great Eastern Handicap under 135 
pounds, beating McCafferty’s Kitefoot and 
the filly Briar Sweet, which Harry (The 
Owl) Mann still swears was the best filly 
ever bred in California. Hamburg was 
sold to Marcus Daly for $40,001 and turned 
over to Billy Lakeland to train. 

Lakeland ran a “real short horse” when 
*Bowling Brook and Previous whipped 
Hamburg in the Belmont Stakes, but he 
was never beaten thereafter. He trounced 
Plaudit (Kentucky and Oakley Derbys), 
The Huguenot (brother of Henry of Na- 
varre and winner of the Withers and Brook- 
Ivn Derby), Handball. and Latson in the 
Lawrence Realization. In the Brighton Cup 
he cantered away from the Futurity win- 
ner, his stable companion *Ogden, and 
the Brooklyn Handicap winner Howard 
Mann.

After the death of Mareus Daly, his 
Bitter Root Stud, at Hamilton. Mont. was 
dispersed at Madison Square Garden, N. 
Y. early in 1901, and Hamburg was pur- 
chased by William C. Whitney for $60,000 
and was sent to stand alongside *Meddler 
at La Belle Stud. 

Martha 2nd. dam of Artful, was a bay 
mare foaled in 1895 and was bred by 
Gen. W. H. Jackson at the historic Belle 
Meade Stud in Tennessee. Martha 2nd 
raced at two and three. She started in 44 
races, winning 15, and second in 10 and 
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After beating Sysonby in the Fu- 
turity, Artful ran the six furlongs 
of the Nursery Handicap in 1:08, 
under 130 pounds, setting a record 
that has stood since 1904, The next 
year she beat Ort Wells and Bel- 
dame in the 114-mile Brighton 
Handicap. 


third in six, earning $8,048. Two of her 
wins were in stakes races. 

She ate no oats of idleness—she made 
her last start at two on December 23, 1897, 
winning at six furlongs at Oakland, and 
11 days later on January 3, 1898, began 
her 3-year-old campaign by finishing third 
to Dr. Sharp and Official. 

She was raced by Tommy Griffin. Tod 
Sloan averred he was responsible for Mr. 
Whitney's buying Martha 2nd from Griffin. 
Artful was her second living foal. Her 
first was the brown filly Iona, by *Med- 
dler, foaled in 1900. In between Iona and 


Artful, Martha 2nd produced a dead foal 
by Lissak. 

William C. Whitney died in the spring 
of 1904 and that season the Whitney horses 
were leased to Herman B. Duryea, who 
was Harry Payne Whitney’s racing partner 
in the Westbury Stable when they bought 
Irish Lad as a 2-year-old and later Aceful 
from John E. Madden. John W. Rogers, 
one of the best trainers I ever saw, trained 
the Whitney and Duryea horses. He was 
the soul of patience, and it was said of 
him he could wait forever for a suitable 
“spot.” 

Nothing was seen of Artful under silk 
until Saratoga, 1904. At the Spa she ran 
twice and was second both times, first to 
her stable companion Dreamer, and next 
to her stable companion Princess Ruperta. 
Declarations were made in favor of her 
stable companions to preserve her maiden 
allowance for the Futurity. 


FIRST BIG RACE. Metropolitan race- 
goers were given their first glimpse of Art- 
ful in the Futurity (her first “big race”) 
at Sheepshead Bay on August 27, 1904. 
Mr. Duryea started three horses. They 
were Artful, 114 pounds, ridden by Gene 
Hildebrand; Tanya, 124, ridden by Willie 
Shaw; and Rose of Dawn, 111, ridden by 
Harry Cochran. The James R. Keene pair, 
the unbeaten and reckoned invincible Sy- 
sonby, 127 pounds, ridden by Arthur Red- 


ARTFUL’S first “big” race was the Futurity, in which she defeated Sysonby and 
other 2-year-olds which had been unbeaten to that time. The Nursery Handicap was 
her second important test; her 1:08 for the six furlongs still stands as an American 
record for a straight course.

HALLENGE ME, cne of the fastest sons of “Challenger II, will 

enter the stud at the conclusion of his 1947 racing campaign. 
Challenge Me is a horse of tremendous speed—speed that he car- 
tied over a distance. Challenge Me set two new track records, was 
second to Armed when the latter set a new record at Washington 
Park in 2:01. 

Challenge Me’s first record breaking performance was at Oak- 
lawn Park when he broke a seven-year-old record in winning the 
Oaklawn Handicap of 1 1/16 miles in 1:42%. 

The following year Challenge Me won the Hollywood Gold 
Cup at 1% miles—the American championship distance—in 2:00%4, 
the second fastest time the distance had been run at that time in 
the history of the American Turf. 

Challenge Me is a son of “Challenger II, one of the most suc- 


cessful sires imported to this country, and the 100% producer Cash 
Book, daughter of “Bull Dog, another of America’s most successful 
sires. Cash Book produced seven foals to live to race, six won, 
including three of stakes class—Challenge Me, Put In, and Pay Me. 
Put In won the Rolling Lawn, Grassland, Bay Meadows, Invasion 
Handicaps, and $48,885. Pay Me placed in the Myles Standish and 
Newport Stakes, set a new track record at Rockingham at 1 mile 30 
yards in 1:40%. 

Cash Book, a winner of three races at two, was out of Saleslady, 
which placed in the Selima Stakes, and was a daughter of Friar Rock, 
“Rock Sand’s most successful son to stand in America. Saleslady 
was a 100% producer. Saleslady produced five straight winners, 
was sent to England, where she produced another winner and then 
was sent to France shortly before World War II broke out.

M. Odom, closed at 3 to 5. 

This was the best field that ever started 
in a Futurity. It also included Council- 
man, Belle Strome, and Hot Shot. all win- 
ners: the Sidney Paget pair of Tradition 
and Woodsaw; J. G. Greener’s Oiseau; 
Jack Lory, Agile, Chrysitis, and Glorifier. 

Tradition, of the Paget entry, had been 
unbeaten up to the Futurity. She had 
won five races, the Vernal, Distaff, 
Wingedfoot, Venus, and Neptune Stakes. 
Her stablemate Woodsaw had won the 
United States Hotel Stakes. Oiseau was 
the champion of Kentucky and Canada 
that year. She had won eight races prior 
to the Futurity, including the Avondale, 
Bashford Manor. Harold, Cincinnati Tro- 
phy, Hamilton, and Iroquois Hotel Stakes. 
Jack Lory had won three races, including 
the Albany Handicap. Tanya was un- 
beaten. Chrysitis was winner of the 
Clover and Astoria Stakes, and Glorifier 
had won the Hudson Stakes. 

To the surprise and the horror of the 
backers of the Keene pair, Artful won 
by three lengths, with Tradition second. 

At the half Sysonby was leading, Artful 
was second, Tanya was third, and Tradi- 
tion fourth. In the run home Artful came 
away from her field and Lyne brought 
Tradition up to head Sysonby for second. 

After the race some averred James Rowe 
ran a “short horse.” others said that Red- 
fern rode Sysonby timidly and incompet- 
ently. The latter, I think, was a true bill. 
At Saratoga on August 10 three horses 
had fallen. Redfern, on Trepan, received 
a broken collar bone and did not ride 
again until he weighed out for the Futu- 
rity. Many thought Mr. Rowe would have 
done better had be put Odom on Sysonby 
instead of on Wild Mint, which finished 


sixth, as Odom was a rare finisher. 


SIX FURLONGS in 1:08. In her next 
start Artful won the Great Filly Stakes in 
1:1155, with 124 pounds, beating Belle 
Strome, Linda Lee, and two others. Art- 
ful won under wraps. 

The Nursery Handicap was Artful’s sec- 
ond “big race.” This was at Morris Park 
over the Eclipse course at six furlongs. 
Burdened with 130 pounds but easy to 
back at 8 to 5, she won easily by 214 
lengths from Dandelion. 10114, which was 
a head in front of Glorifier, 122. Four 
others ran. The time, 1:08, was and still 
is an American record for six furlongs 
over a straight course. 

Artful ran three times at 3, winning 
two sprints, and finished her career by 
winning the Brighton Handicap at 114 
miles, beating Ort Wells. Beldame, Eu- 
genia Burch and Delhi. I think this was 
the last time Marshall Lilly, now connected 
with the Greentree Stable. rode in public. 

Artful accomplished nothing of moment 
at stud. She had the winners Sam Slick 
and *Adroit (also producer), and the pro- 
ducer Paintbrush. There was only one 
other foal from her.

Il’s Pedigree: Beauty, winner of 3 races in the Argentine, is also dam of 
other good winners, including Beau (brother to *Beautiful II), Fulbeauty (Premio 
Omega, Premio Barroquilla, third in Gran Premio Nacional, Argentine’s leading 
race). Black Beauty was a classic winner in the Argentine, including the Argen- 
tine 1,000 Guineas, and second in the Gran Premio Nacional to Rico. Black 
Beauty produced five good winners in South America. ... Magnax, stakes win- 
ner of eight races in the Argentine, and among the twenty leading sires, is by 
a grandson of St. Simon.

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Hungarian Rhapsody, With Russian Influence 


In the months after V-E Day the United 
States Army brought from Germany two 
considerable shipments of horses of various 
breeds, largely Thoroughbred, including 
some of the best stock on the Continent 
east of the Rhine. Everything was done 
with careful attention to the prescribed 
international rules having to do with war 
and preparations. 

For more than a century the German 
military authorities had carried on a care- 
fully planned program of improvement in 
horse breeding. Racing, not only of Thor- 
oughbreds, but of Arabs and _half-breds, 
was an integral part of the routine for 
selecting breeding stock. The success of 
this undertaking was without parallel, and 
no other country in the world could muster 
so many horses of such excellence for 
military purposes. 

Thus, when the war ended, the United 
States Army made a bee-line for some of 
this living war material and came home 
with two boatloads of animals such as the 
Remount Division could not possibly have 
obtained in the United States. 


ARMY DISCIPLINED. In principle it 
appeared simple enough. The horses taken 
from the German government were fair 
prizes of war. Those obtained from indi- 
vidual owners were obtained by negotiation 
without pressure, and were duly accounted 
for in the bookkeeping of reparations. 

It turned out to be as simple as the 
opening of Pandora’s Box. The Christian 
conscience of the United States revolted 
against taking war material of this nature 
away from the beaten enemy. The Jockey 
Club refused to recognize the importations, 
and went so far as to declare that the 
entire German Thoroughbred stud book 
would no longer be accepted. The “word 
of an enemy” was not good enough, it 
held. 

Horses from Italy were taken into the 
American registry with no invocation of 
the word-of-an-enemy doctrine; the only 
difference was that Italy had been de- 
feated a little earlier and the horses had 


CRIME AND PUNISHMENT 


The United States, through its State Department, has examined its con- 


science and convicted itself of the charge of looting. 


Accordingly the Re- 


mount Division of the Army has received orders to deliver 134 horses at New 
Orleans to be shipped November 6 to Hungary, in restitution for about 90 
horses moved from Hungary to Germany by the German Army and from 
Germany to the United States by the American Army. 

The shipment will include 13 yearlings and 32 weanlings born and reared 
in the United States, progeny of the stock being returned to Hungary. All 


expenses are being borne by the United States Government. 


Other shipments 


are to be made later, into Poland and Yugoslavia, which, like Hungary, are 
inside the curtain of the Russian dictatorship. 

The story, handled quietly to avoid attracting attention, and delayed until 
after arrangements were made for the shipment, has many highly controversial 


angles.

not been imported by the United States 
Army. Viewing these contradictions, 
horsemen concluded that The Jockey Club 
had been revolted by the moral standards 
of the Army. 

The Jockey Club has half a hundred 
members. perhaps half a dozen _policy- 
makers. Frustrated by this little handful 
of men, the Army explained, documented, 
argued, pleaded, and swore. But The 
Jockey Club had made its judgment, and 
jockey clubs are the most positive organi- 
zations in the world. Off to the work of 
producing plain everday horses went Nor- 
licht, Taj Akbar, Aventin, young sons of 
Pharis, several of the best race mares of 
the Continent, and all the rest of a group 
of horses which, with pedigrees, could not 
have been bought for a million dollars. 


SIN OUTS. Even so the Conscience 
would not rest. In some remote fastness 
of the nation’s id there settled a feeling 
of Sin. The first evidence of this psycho- 
logical disturbance was a story in the 
Herald Tribune which said that the Hun- 
garian government used to own 3,265 blood 


stallions which traveled around the coun- 
try for the benefit of peasants’ mares. 
Today, the story said, there are less than 
fifty of these stallions, and more than half 
of them sadly ineffective in performing 
their duties. 

It went on to the effect that the Germans 
had sent a contingent of these animals to 
Germany for safe keeping, but when the 
American Army came it promptly requisi- 
tioned about two hundred of them and 
shipped them off to America where they 
were distributed “in somewhat clandestine 
manner” to various Remount stations and 
agents. Some were sold at auction, some 
were renamed, and a few unlucky stallions 
were gelded to offer smoother rides to 
high-ranking officers. 

Since Hungary was a highly agricul- 
tural, machineless country, it was most un- 
fortunate that it should continue to suffer 
this loss of its vital breeding horses. 

The paraphrasing above is from a re- 
write in Horse and Hound, London, June 
28. 

The inspiration for this story was not 
immediately clear. The basic material 
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was the American conscience. But the 
degree of subtlety in the workmanship in- 
dicated that it had been carved with a 
hammer and sickle. 

In that case there would certainly be 
other stories soon. THE BtLoop-Horse 
laid the clipping aside and listened for 
them, finally reprinted the Horse and 
Hound note in its issue of September 13, 
page 735. 

By that time, although no stories had 
been published, or at least noticed, letters 
had begun to come in to THE BLoop-Horse 
from California, Virginia, Texas, and else- 
where indicating that Hungary was going 
to get its horses back. 


“PROPERTY LOOTED.” On October 
10 the story broke, at precisely the point 
where the first faint rattling in the bushes 
had indicated it would break. From Wash- 
ington the United Press reported: 


The State Department an- 
nounced today that it is ready to 
make amends for an international 
“horse trade” that backfired on 
the War Department. 

Soon after V-E Day, the Army 
shipped 254 horses found at 
various German remount stations 
to the United States. Poland, 
Yugoslavia and Hungary _pro- 
tested that many of the steeds 
had been looted from them by the 
Nazis. 

Following negotiations with the 
interested governments, the State 
Department said the first ship- 
ment of 120 horses will leave this 
country for Hungary about Nov. 
1. Negotiations are continuing on 
the Polish and Yugoslav claims. 


The Conscience had worked well. The 
United States was ready to make a full 
confession of its guilt and full retribution 
for its Sin. The State Department had 
made precisely the same moral judgment 
as The Jockey Club, and virtually the same 
distinction between Germany and the other 
enemies of the United States. Its explana- 
tion, as quoted by United Press: 


The return of horses to the 
respective owning countries has 
the support of both the Depart- 
ments of the Army and State. 
This position is based on the de- 
termination of the Department of 
State that the horses in question 
are not properly considered as 
captured enemy material, as 
originally supposed, but rather as 
property looted from countries 
while they were under German 
occupation. 


This policy was announced long after 
it had been put into effect. The scattered 
horses had been collected at the Remount’s 
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THE TEMPTATION 


It was a real treasure which tempted 
the United States Army into Sin. The 
boat at New Orleans will be loaded with 
high-class Thoroughbreds, including clas- 
sic-winning stallions and mares; Arabs 
better than America’s best; grade Arabs 
which might make a Texan forget about 
Quarter Horses for a moment; half-breds 
of superb constitution and conformation, 
bred to remount specifications through 
more than a century of recorded pedigrees. 

These were more than ordinary tempta- 
tions to officers of the U. S. Remount and 
to old Cavalry men who knew the modest 
products of the American Army’s pro- 
gram of remount breeding. which had been 
carried on for only a quarter-century and 
was not within rocket distance of such 
production as_ this. 

Along with the shipment was going the 
English-bred stallion Taj Akbar (Fairway 
—Taj Shirin, by Gainsborough), which 
had finished second to his stablemate 
*Mahmoud in the 1936 English Derby 
but which, when brought to America by 
the Army, was refused recognition by The 
Jockey Club. 

It was Major Hartmann Pauly. noted 
Hungarian horseman, now visiting rela- 
tives in California and seeking to settle 
in the U. S., who bought Taj Akbar and 
syndicated him in Hungary. In the syndi- 
cate he kept six of the forty shares for 
himself, and it may be that these six 
shares have been puzzled over in the 
State Department at some length. In its 
effort to do complete justice the Govern- 
ment may have had to consider some fine 
points before depriving Major Pauly of 
his six shares in order to deliver the 
horse into the hands of a government which 
has rejected the doctrine of private prop- 
erty. 

Dr. Bela Mariassy, who came to America 
to represent the Hungarian government in 
the negotiations with the State Depart- 
ment, had expected that arrangements 
could be made to sell Taj Akbar in the 
United States. But that would open a lot 
of new arguments. Taj Akbar is still on 
the sailing list. 

Nordlicht and the other horses of strictly 
German ownership are not affected by the 
new policy. For the present it is held in 
the State Department that no guilt attaches 
to the Army for having brought them over. 
(The Jockey Club does not share this 
view. ) 
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depots at Front Royal, Va., and Fort Reno, 
Neb. The Remount Division had been 
ordered to present the first shipment at 
New Orleans about November 1 and to 
place them on a Liberty ship which would 


take them to Trieste (and which is also 
scheduled to carry five hundred mules to 
Greece). The date of sailing has now been 
fixed. November 6. 

In effect, the State Department presented 
the American public with an accomplished 
deed and the reason for it at the same 
time. It would be easier so, since in this 
case the traditional American sense of 
fair play would be complicated by intrica- 
cies all out of proportion to the stuff at 
stake. 

Not the least among these intricacies 
was the fact that all the horses to be re- 
turned were going to countries which are 
in effect a part of the Russian dictator- 
ship. The war materiel taken from our 
last enemy was going into the hands of our 
present enemy. 

There was also a complication, virtually 
impossible to disentangle, as to the proper 
individual ownership of these horses which 
by now had passed through the hands of 
the German and American governments 
and propagated offspring in each of these 
ownerships. But behind the Iron Curtain 
this difficulty could no doubt be settled. 


HEY, THERE! Washington made as 
little of the story as possible. It had very 
light coverage in the daily press. By the 
time the magazines got it, the horses would 
be gone. The State Department knew 
that not everybody would share its urge 
for absolution from Sin through confes- 
sion and restitution. It obviously did not 
relish the prospect of a tempest of public 
discussion in such a little teapot. 

An order went out to Army officers, a 
special reinforcing order to make sure that 
no officers discussed the matter without 
prior approval of the Army’s public re- 
lations bureau. 

The tempest began anyway. A little 
cloud about the size of Fulton Lewis, Jr. 
appeared on the radio with a blast of 
indignation. A stiff wind sprang up in the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, whose 
chairman, Senator Stiles Bridges, of New 
Hampshire, protested to Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall. 

Senator Bridges asked the State Depart- 
ment to hold up the shipment of horses to 
Hungary until the committee could study 
the matter. Newspapers began to assign 
reporters to the job. and here and there 
blood could be seen boiling briskly. 

Senator Bridges’ request was made on 
October 13. On October 20 the Remount 
Division had received no notice of any 
change of plans, and THe BLoop-Horse 
sent a telegraphic query to the State De- 
partment asking whether it planned to 
have the shipment deferred. No reply had 
been received by the afternoon of October 
22. when this issue went to press. 

In the Army the officers were swearing 
again. But not for the record.

N. Y. Racing Takes a Holiday 


Because of Truck about Trucks 


New York 

The story of last week’s strike, and the 
one-day interruption of racing, goes back 
to last August. It is possible to go back 
further. but a reasonable beginning came 
when the American Trainers’ Association 
and the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association were notified that 
Local 814. composed of grooms and exer- 
cise boys. had filed a request with the New 
York State Labor Relations Board, claim- 
ing to represent a majority of the stable- 
men employed at New York tracks, and 
asking to be recognized as the bargaining 
agent for that group. 

Neither organization had authority to 
represent horsemen in any labor matter. 
If they had said so, and gone back to 
training their horses, matters would have 
taken a different though not necessarily 
a smoother course. Instead they met, 
about 70 of them, in the Grand Union 
Hotel. and came out with what was later 
called the Horsemen’s Committee. After 
some days of skirmishing. Herbert Bayard 
Swope was appointed to head this group, 
along with an advisory committee com- 
posed of Alfred Vanderbilt, Preston Burch, 
and John Swisher. 

The Horsemen’s Committee appeared 
before the State Labor Relations Board in 
September and contested the claim of 
Local 814 to represent a majority. An 
election was ordered, though perhaps this 
isnot the right word, since I note that last 
Saturday Father Kelly. of the State Labor 
Relations Board, said the election had 
been “permitted.” not “ordered.”  Any- 
way. it was held, and Local 814 won by 
a vote of something like four to one. 

It was a matter of some weeks before 
Local 814 could organize sufficiently to 
put its demands in writing. These in- 
cluded wages of $250 a month for grooms, 
$300 for exercise boys. with the provision 
that neither groom nor exercise boy should 
handle more than three horses. They also 
included a union shop, which differs from 
the outlawed closed shop only in that it 
permits an employer to hire anyone he 
chooses, but compels union membership 
after a period of 30 days of employment. 
There were sundry other demands, deal- 
ing with pensions. hours. and working con- 
ditions. 

The negotiations dragged on, through the 
final days of the Belmont meeting. through 
the two days of the United Hunts meet- 
ing, and into the first two days of Jamaica. 
The union demands came down, but so 
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did the membership of the Horsemen’s 
Committee. Swope resigned. Vanderbilt 
resigned. Burch resigned. 

By last Wednesday, the union was will- 
ing to settle for a wage of $225 for grooms 
and $275 for exercise boys. This was for 
experienced help. Grooms with less than 
three years’ experience were to get $200. 
Exercise boys with one to two years’ ex- 
perience would get $210, those with two 
to three years behind them, $235. 

There also was a reference to a $25 
differential between New York and other 
states where purses are smaller, but Father 
Kelly pointed out that an agreement 
entered into under the auspices of the 
SLRB was not valid except in New York. 
The union shop was still in the provisions, 
but most other matters had been dropped 
from consideration. 


Now here I leave first-hand information 
for a paragraph, replying on published 
reports which were not denied. On Wed- 
nesday the union, having been told that 
horsemen would not accept the union shop 
but would agree to all other clauses, took 
it out, substituting maintenance of mem- 
bership. Presumably the union had al- 
ready learned that, without this provision, 
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it could not collect dues from grooms this 
side of hell. 

John Swisher, by this time the sole 
surviving committee member, informed the 
meditation board (John Sloan, Dan Parker, 
Arthur Daley) which Mayor O’Dwyer had 
appointed when matters reached the criti- 
cal stage, that he would recommend to 
the horsemen that they accept the con- 
tract. It may be | am doing Mr. Swisher 
an injustice here; that’s the way it was — 
reported. 

Anyway, on Thursday at Jamaica, he 
recommended to a hurriedly assembled 
group of horsemen that they refuse to sign 
this contract, or anything else. The rec- 
ommendation was accepted with great 
enthusiasm. 

Joseph Schorr, representing the union, 
blew sky-high. He exceeded Mayor O’- 
Dwyer’s altitude only slightly. The com- 
mittee wrote a report which said essenti- 
ally that everybody was a set of soandsos, 
and that the committee could do nothing 
further. Charges of bad faith were leveled 
at Mr. Swisher, and the SLRB_ recom- 
mended to the State Racing Commission 
that he should be punished as severely as 
possible. What authority the racing com- 
mission had was not made clear. 

Mr. Parker retreated to his column on 
the N. Y. Mirror and fired off a couple of 
blasts. One, primarily justified, was at 
the living conditions offered grooms and 
exercise boys at the tracks. The other, 
possibly correct but too far-reaching, was 
at the horsemen, who were by no means 
unanimously behind the decision at Ja- 
maica. 

Mr. Schorr announced that he would 
call a “real strike.” Some of the grooms 
and exercise boys had been out on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, but on Friday union 
men began appearing at Belmont and 
threatening the men who were working. 
Some were scared off, but came back Sat- 
urday. 

The van men refused to cross picket 
lines, but horses still plied between the 
tracks in private vans. Feed trucks were 
stopped, but there was no bar to bringing 
in feed in private automobiles. The Stev- 
ens waiters were pulled out, to their dis- 
like, and were replaced with others. 

The admissions men struck. and _pari- 
mutuel employees took their places. 
Drivers of busses between remote parking 
areas and the grandstand struck. and the 
customers walked. 

On Saturday, with the “real strike” on, 
84 per cent of the grooms and exercise 
boys were at work. This is by Pinkerton 
count, but my own observations showed it 
to be approximately correct. Racing 
might have gone on to the end of the 
season. 

But on Friday, after the last 1ace, the 
Mayor pulled one out of a hat. A “cart- 
age” license is required in New York to

The Examination of Stallions 


Dr. W. L. Williams was the American 
pioneer in the field of animal fertility. He 
said: “Next to a breeding record, a micro- 
scopic examination of the spermatozoa is 
the most accurate factor in determining 
fertility.” In THe BLoop-Horse of Febru- 
ary 27, 1943, Dr. John MacLeod wrote: 
“No reliable conclusions about the poten- 
lialities of any given stallion can be 
reached by simply counting the number 
of spermatozoa and estimating the nature 
and duration of motility.” 

These statements are apt to confuse peo- 
ple, for they seem to say on one hand that 
we can know whether or not the horse is 
is fertile by a microscopic examination, 
and on the other hand there is the rather 
agnostic statement that we cannot reach a 
conclusion on any given stallion. Natur- 
ally, the question is posed: “Can an ex- 
amination of a stallion determine the 
fertility of the stallion”? 

I shall make an analogy. Suppose you 
were asked to estimate the weight of a 
horse. Your skill in interpreting what 
you saw before you would determine how 
closely you could estimate weight. If 
you knew the breed of the horse, how 


much its parents weighed, and used a 
standard and a tape measure, you could 
eliminate much guess work. Now, if you 
made many such estimates and checked 
your answers against the scales, you would 
become more skilled. If you estimated a 
few weights “right on the nose,” you would 
be lucky. If you estimated most animal 
weights fairly closely, you would be con- 
sidered an expert. If you could estimate 
all the weights exactly we would suspect 
you of being psychic. 

So it is with the examination of the 
stallion. To become an expert one must 
examine many stallions and check the 
results with actual breeding efficiency, 
which is the scale of fertility. No veterina- 
rian of my acquaintance is psychic. 


NOT ONE FACTOR, BUT MANY. 
There is no single test by which we can 
estimate fertility. We must use every 
device known, to be the more accurate. 
Family history, life history, physical ex- 
amination, natural cover, and thorough ex- 
amination of the spermatozoa are parts of 
any examination to determine fertility in 
the absence of an actual breeding history.

This sample of Man o° War's spermatozoa, made a few years ago when he was at 
his peak as a sire, showed him to be unusually vigorous. After standing at room tem- 
perature for 24 hours, some of the spermatozoa was still motile. The photo was made 
by the Army Institute of Pathology at a magnification of 1,000 diameters. 
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I mention this because I have been ap. 
proached several times to give an opinion 
regarding the fertility of an unknown 
stallion. Only a small sample of semen 
has been brought to me, and from this the 
fertility of the stallion was supposed to be 
estimated. Such an examination is little 
better than none at all. It may be very 
misleading. 

The laboratory examination should con- 
sist of a volumetric or density test, an 
estimate of the number of spermatozoa 
alive and dead, an observation of the 
nature and duration of the motility of the 
sperm, an examination of fixed and stained 
slides to determine pathological forms and 
the presence of pus or bacteria. The pH 
may also be determined. The examiner 
should have at least 24 hours to render 
a report. 

Here are two typical reports of exami- 
nations made a few years ago: 


l. a. Stallion aged, good physical condi- 
tion, good family history, vigorous 
youth, covered mare promptly, 
although a little rough.

MAN O’ WAR AND BURNING BLAZE. 
The first horse was Man o’ War, and he 
was 100 per cent fertile the year the 
sample was taken. Few horses have the 
vigor this horse had, and only twice have 
I found a sample of semen with live 
spermatozoa at the end of 24 hours at 
room temperature. The second horse was 
Burning Blaze. He was a shy breeder. 

One would not fail to recognize a horse 
testing as Man o’ War as a very fertile 
animal. On the other hand, it would be 
impossible to promise that a horse like 
Burning Blaze would be sterile. Where 
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there is life there is hope. However, the 
horse could certainly be designated as a 
“shy breeder,” and he was a headache to 
the owners of mares sent to him. One 
test could have been deceptive, and it is in 
such cases that retests must be taken. In 
the case of Man o’ War, another test is 
not necessary. During the breeding sea- 
son. however, even a good horse should be 
regularly checked and re-checked for the 
reassurance that all is well and that the 
horse is neither abused nor infected. 


VARIATIONS IN TESTS. Horses whose 
ejaculates are without spermatozoa are 
sterile. I have seen three absolutely sterile 
horses which ejaculated a particular patho- 
logical form of cells. I would consider 
others which fell into this category as 
being sterile. Between these sterile horses 
and the very fertile are the horses which 
are neither good nor bad from a fertility 
standpoint. 

The inconsistency of individuals in this 
group is very provocative. Some normally 
fertile horses will have a bad test occasion- 
ally. Others which look fairly good at one 
test will deteriorate with use. The usual 
“shy breeder” will not improve his test 
with regular breeding. The “bad testing” 
good horse will improve when used reg- 
ularly. 

Do not become alarmed by one report of 
leucocytes (pus) or bacteria in the semen 
of your stallion. Both conditions are 
found occasionally in perfectly normal 
and healthy stallions. If they persist, the 
cause can usually be determined. 

The horse with a very large or long 
penis may be a disappointing breeder. All 
other things being equal, they do not settle 
their mares as well as the horses with an 
average or even a small penis. A guard 
or ring or some such contraption will keep 
the horse from getting too close to the 
mare and will be helpful. 

There are some tricky horses which go 
through the motions of ejaculating with- 
out so doing. Even experienced personnel 
are fooled by these horses. In the Re- 
mount Service this habit leads to the re- 
turn of a number of horses to the depots 
because they are thought to be sterile. 
Naturally, there is no fertile service with- 
out an ejaculation. 


CAUSES OF STERILITY. The causes 
of sterility are many. Some families are 
dogged by sterility or near sterility in 
their male line. The observation has been 
made that colts carried in utero longer 
than 345 days are poor stud prospects. A 
strain of strangles which causes abscesses 
in the lymph glands of the udder in fillies 
and above the testicles in colts may steri- 
lize the colt. Other febrile diseases have 
the same effect. Adhesions following spon- 
taneous or operative reduction of an in- 
guinal hernia are bad. 
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When a horse is a cryptorchid, neither 
testicle being in the scrotum, he is almost 
sure to be sterile. If one testicle is within 
the scrotum the horse may be sterile. Horses 
of the latter type and those which carry 
their testicles close to the abdominal wall 
because of a short spermatic cord usually 
have a breeding deficiency. Enlarged testi- 
cles and those which are irregular in shape 
are indicative of breeding deficiencies. 

Specific infections of the genital tract 
diminish fertility. Dourine, a disease of 
the horse similar to syphilis in the human, 
ruins a horse for breeding. This disease 
has been practically eradicated from the 
United States by the program initiated by 
the veterinarians of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. Constant vigilance is necessary 
in this era of air travel to keep this dis- 
ease from again occurring in our horse 
population. Horse-pox, a disease causing 
blisters to appear on the vulva of the mare 
and the penis of the horse, may cause tem- 
porary sterility. Occasionally there will 
be specific infection of the genital tract 
by pathogenic organisms. Streptococci 
are the most commonly incriminating. 


RACING AND FERTILITY. A perusal 
of the records convinces me that there is 
no truth to the theory that a long and 
hard racing career has any deleterious 
effect on fertility. I have heard it said that 
an organ not in use will atrophy. This 
may be so, but most mature horses have 
erotic orgasms (they practice onanism). 


Undoubtedly excessive onanism may di- 
minish fertility, but most vigorous. stal- 
lions acquire the habit. One well-known 
old rascal, a few years past voting age, is 
a bad offender, yet he was exceptionally 
fertile throughout his career. 

It is claimed by some that in the human, 
fertility is reduced by morphine addiction. 
In laboratory animals and birds, the re- 
peated administration of epinephrin (adre- 
nalin) causes testicular atrophy. To date, 
there is no evidence of the effect of these 
things in the stallion, but it can be 
assumed that the same conclusions would 
apply. 

Much is written but little known of 
hormone deficiency in the horse pertain- 
ing to breeding. To my knowledge there 
is no hormone which, injected or fed, 
will improve breeding efficiency above the 
level of the improvement in health which 
is sometimes improved by hormones and 
vitamins. Testerone, androgen, and _ per- 
androgen will sometimes increase sexual 
vigor and improve a “slow horse” during 
the actual service, but this will not effect 
the breeding efficiency directly. 

To improve “shy breeders” the cause 
must be found for their condition, and that 
cause removed. Infections must be treated. 
Better animal husbandry will prove valu- 
able. High protein foods with proper 
mineral balance, short stimulating exer- 
cise, and fresh air and sunshine improve 


the breeding health of an animal. Indivi-

French Stallions 
Due Next Week 


The four French stallions purchased 
from Marcel Boussac by Henry Knight 
are scheduled to arrive in Lexington on 
Friday, October 31. if the air transport 
companies are able to carry out the tight 
schedule which has been set up. 

By this schedule, a plane belonging to 
Fast. Inc. (Flying Tigers) will leave the 
Lexington airport Saturday, October 25, 
with a load of eight trotters—six yearlings, 
a 2-year-old filly, and a 3-year-old filly. 
At Newark, N. J., that afternoon the horses 
will be transferred to a Pan-American 
plane, along with The Skipper, a Stand- 
ardbred stallion by Volomite, and the nine 
horses will take off at once, bound for 
Vienna. 

(Fast. Inc., had taken the contract for 
the full trip, but was unable to obtain 
permission to land in Vienna, had to turn 
the transatlantic flight over to Pan-Ameri- 
can. which does not have the privilege of 
landing at the Lexington airport.)

Rex C. Ellsworth. of Safford. Ariz.. who 
in less than ten years has come up from 
a few hundred dollars worth of Thorough- 
breds to winning several of the country’s 
richest stakes with horses of him own 
breeding. has purchased from W. W. 
(Tiny) Naylor the 80-acre Orange Blos- 
som Ranch. Ontario, Calif. The Orange 
Blossom will be dropped. and the place 
will be operated as the Ellsworth Ranch. 

Mr. Ellsworth will have about forty of 
his own mares there. and will install 
*Khaled as the head stallion. Three other 
stallions, the property of other breeders.

*Khaled. a handsome bay. foaled in 
1943. by Hyperion out of the top-class 
Eclair, was unbeaten in his three starts 
at two and was ranked four pounds below 
the topweight Gulf Stream in the Free 
Handicap for that year. At three. though 
he ran well, he showed signs of a wind 
infirmity and was retired before the end 
of the season. Mr. Ellsworth bought him 
from the Aga Khan while in Europe last 
fall, left him under the management of 
Prince Aly Khan while he made his first 
stud season in Treland in 1947. 

After the horse arrived in California 
this summer Mr. Ellsworth decided to put 
him back in training. and reports that he 
is coming along satisfactorily. If he con-

A Stakes Winner 
For $3,500 


CHICAGO 

It was a lucky day for Clyde Troutt, the 
astute little southern Illinois horseman, 
when he dropped a $3,500 claim in the 
box at Arlington Park back in 1942, out- 
shook seven other claimants and led to 
his own barn the then 4-year-old gelding 
Take Wing. 

Take Wing had been nominated by his 
previous owner for the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap, which was coming up for its 
fourteenth running in a few days. The 
race that year was endowed with only 
$10,000, but if Take Wing could win it he 
would immediately return more than 100 
per cent profit on his cost, including the 
starting fee. 

Take Wing won the Stars and Stripes, 
beating Marriage, Equifox, and five others, 
earned $8.600. He has been a rather con- 
sistent winner, including stakes, ever since. 
At 9 the castrated son of *Chicle—Eagle 
Flight. by My Play, is still the “big horse” 
in the Troutt stable. He has been a win- 
ner each year through eight seasons, win- 
ning stakes at 4, 5, 6, 7, and 9. Always 
a hard-hitting horse. he moves up into 
championship class on a grass course. 

On Washington Park’s grass track he 
won the Meadowland Handicap in 1944, 
1945, and 1947. He was second to Mighty 


Story in the Meadowland in 1946, the 
only year since his 3-year-old season that 
he has not won stakes. 

In the Meadowland this year he estab- 
lished a new American record of 1:55Ys, 
for 1,4; miles on the turf. He has held 
several previous records on the grass. In 
1943 he finished first in the Rolling Lawn 
Handicap, was disqualified back to last, 
the $4,525 winner’s share going to Put In. 
He was bred at Xalapa Farm by the late 
E. F. Simms, passed through the hands of 
several owners before he was claimed by 
Troutt. 

Take Wing was one of the stakes horses 
which remained over from the summer 
season at the major tracks to perform at 
Sportsman’s Park, the half-miler at Stick- 
ney. They run no stakes at Sportsman’s 
Park, and if they did they probably 
wouldn’t carry any greater value than the 
$5,000 National Jockey Club (overnight) 
Handicap, 114 miles, which was last Satur- 
day’s feature event. In winning it, Take 
Wing earned another $3.250, boosting his 
lifetime earnings past the $150,000 mark. 

By way of making it more impressive, 
Troutt scratched his home-bred 3-year-old 
Busy Pony. Altogether, it was a very 
nice day for Mr. Troutt, his 8-year-old 
gelding Cerberus winning the first race 
on the program at a mile and _five-six- 
teenths. This same Cerberus was a some- 
what formidable stayer a few years ago. 
In fact he was rather jocularly referred 
to as “the staying son of *Bull Dog” back 
in the days when some folks thought most 
of the get of *Bull Dog wouldn't stay 
expect by accident or something. 


At that, Cerberus’ paternal parentage is 
the kind sometimes referred to as “doubt. 
ful.” he being by Coldstream (son of 
*Bull Dog) or *Bull Dog, out of My 
Lava. But being all in the family, so to 
speak, Cerberus’s consistency at the longer 
distances was taken as evidence of bottom 
in the *Bull Dogs. 

The prominence of these old geldings, 
Take Wing and Cerberus and other acqui- 
sitions, should not classify Mr. Troutt as 
merely a halterman. He operates a breed- 
ing farm near Benton, IIl., where he stands 
the sires Busy K. (by Busy American— 
Babe K., by Leonardo 2nd), and Preferred, 
20-year-old son of Ladkin—Pousette, by 
Ballot. His associates in breeding and 
racing activities include a former gover- 
nor of Illinois, John Stelle, who has a 


. deep-rooted interest in horses, Standard- 


breds as well as Thoroughbreds.  Troutt 
is vice-president, Stelle one of the di- 
rectors of the Illinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. 


There is no denial that the half-mile 
Sportsman’s Park track is popular with a 
certain sizeable element of Chicago race- 
goers. Perhaps the appeal lies in the 
closeness to the actual racing, due to the 
small size of the track in contrast, to the 
broad expanse of the big tracks. Sports- 
man’s Park annually ushers in Chicago’s 
racing in the spring, rings down the cur- 
tain in the autumn. In the light of ex- 
perience it would seem that the operators 
of Sportsman’s Park would be very short- 
sighted if they sought any change in the 
schedule of dates affecting them. Satur- 
day’s attendance was 17,330, the mutuel

Best Horses 


DuBLIN 

The Irish flat racing season during 1947 
was favored by exceptionally good weather 
conditions, with the going generally firm. 
Despite transport difficulties the season 
was a successful one, the humble bicycle 
playing an important part. Fortunately, 
most of the principal race courses, includ- 
ing headquarters at The Curragh, are 
fairly close to the capital. 

Of the classic races, the 1144-mile Derby 
as usual held pride of place. It was won 
comfortably by the Gaekwar of Baroda’s 
Sayajirao, with Grand Weather, the only 
horse backed to beat him, second. Over 
this very severe course with its stiff up- 
hill finish, the full brother to Dante stayed 
well and was running on at the finish. 
His final triumph of the year in the Eng- 
lish St. Leger, when he beat Arbar and a 
select field, was not surprising to those 
who saw him on this occasion. 

Of the other classics, those for the 
fillies were the most interesting. The 
Irish One Thousand Guineas, at a mile, 
was won by Lt. Col. Giles Loder’s Sea 
Symphony, by a short head, after a terrific 
set-to with G. Y. Kinnaird’s Desert Drive. 
The Irish Oaks (114 miles) was won by 
Desert Drive in facile style. The Irish 
Two Thousand Guineas (1 mile) was won 
by Y. T. Fitzpatrick’s Grand Weather. 

The Irish St. Leger went to Prince Aly 
Khan’s Esprit de France. The field was 
small and unrepresentative, the race ex- 
cited little interest. 


2-YEAR-OLDS. Although he did all his 
racing in England, Colonel Loder’s The 
Cobbler is known as the “County Kildare 
horse.” His sire, Windsor Slipper. which 
stands at The Curragh, is owned by Joe 
McGrath and was an Irish Triple Crown 
winner and a great horse. Because of a 
restriction by the British government dur- 
ing the war years, he was prevented from 
competing in the English classics.

The 
winner was A. S. Watts’ Langis Son (Sig- 
nal Light out of mare by Prince Galahad 
—Hina). Sir H. Grey’s Crafty (Fearless 
Fox—Sea Pie) was second; John Byrnes’ 
Splendid (Bidar—Essexlough) was third. 
Nineteen started; the winner was victorious 
by two lengths. 

It was a splendid race, run at a fast 
pace, with the winner always well placed. 
After Crafty had had the first run and 
looked likely to win, Langis Son, when 
asked for his effort, came right away, win- 
ning with something to spare. The field 
was well represented of the best Irish 
handicap class.

The first week of October was exception- 
ally important for us, through the three 
regular days of racing at San Siro, whose 
courses rapidly dried up after the flooding 
ten days earlier. 

The week revealed that our champion 
Tenerani is still a great race horse, and 
that he is perfectly sound, so that we 
shall see him to race next year in the 
best races. It showed also that Tenerani’s 
dam, Tofanella, is a wonderful producer, 
since her next foal after Tenerani is the 
crack filly Trevisana (by Niccolo dell’ 
Arca). winner of the six-furlong classic 
Criterium Nazionale the day before the 
running of the Premio del Jockey Club. 

Moreover, we had confirmation that 
Aristeo is actually a first-class horse, 
though not a stayer, and the good level 
of our breeding was measured in Paris 
by Fante placing fourth in the Prix de 
lAre de Triomphe, not far from the win- 
ner. As you know, Tenerani can leave 


Fante six to ten lengths away at 114 miles, 
weight for age. 

The week begun with Aristeo, the 4- 
year-old horse by *Ortello out of Archi- 
damia, being defeated for the first time in 
the ninth start in his career, over the 144 
miles of a condition race, where he finished 
third by three lengths to Veneta Marina 
and Grifone. 

Aristeo’s defeat occasioned general sur- 
prise, but it was explained by his trainer 
that the ground was a little soft. The ex- 
planation seemed not quite enough for a 
horse like Aristeo, who was completing 
his training for the Premio del Jockey 
Club, so that his participation in the au- 
tumn event seemed doubtful till the last 
minute. 


EXCEPTIONAL JUVENILES. Feder- 
ico Tesio the same day won both the 
Juvenile races with Naldina (bay filly by 
Niccolo dell’ Arca out of the stakes-win- 
ning mare Nardina. by the unbeaten Cava- 
liere d’Arpino out of the Oaks winner 


Neroccia, the same female line as Nal- 
dina’s sire) and Iglesias (dark bay filly 
by Bellini—Jacomella, by Manna). 

Then came the trial for the Criterium. 
Tesio sent on the track Naucide. Trevisana. 
and Renoir for a speedy workout of five 
furlongs. Trevisana left Naucide far away, 
and Naucide finished well ahead of Ren- 
oir. When you consider that Naucide had 
won his first start in :5945 cantering, and 
that Renoir had easily beaten Soave, Car- 
niola, and Ortella in the stake Premio 
Eupili, it is evident that never before had 
a trial been more indicative. Trevisana, 
on this line, should not be beaten by any 
colts or fillies in Italy, and in fact she 
alone represented Tesio’s colors in the 
Criterium, against Zloty, a colt by Boz- 
zello—Flumigela, who had been second 
behind Naucide in his first start, then 
had won the second in 59 seconds on five 
furlongs. Sabello, by *Ortello—Sabla, 
completed the field. 

Rather than a long description of the 
race, | am sending to you a photograph, 
showing Trevisana and Zloty a furlong 
from home. (The photograph has not 
yet arrived. Ed.) Sabello is already out 
of the race, like a horse of different class, 
and yet we know that he is first-class him- 
self. Further. Trevisana left Zloty on the 
spot as soon as her jockey ordered her to, 
and drove home in impressive style. 

This means that Trevisana is absolute 
top. but Tesio believes that Naucide will

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be the best at three. In the face of such 
competition, the rival stables have nothing 
to do, even if they own very good racers 
like Zloty and Sabello. 

From this race were absent the two top 
sprinting fillies, Trencore and Astolfina, 
but the next classic contest, on the 714 
furlongs of the Gran Criterium, will give 
an advantage to Trevisana, who appears 
to be a staying filly, like her older sister 
Tokamura, who was in her time the only 
serious rival for Orsenigo. Everybody 
here is more and more convinced that we 
are in the presence of exceptional horses. 
and that there probably never was so good 
a crop in Italy. We have at least a dozen 
first-class juveniles to date, something un- 
usual in our country. 


A GOLD CUP HORSE. The Criterium 
was Saturday, and the following Sunday 
we had the greatest Italian autumn weight 
for age race, the Premio del Jockey Club 
at 114 miles, with six horses in the field. 
Tesio’s couple, Duccio and Tenerani, a 
1 to 4 favorite, Razza del Soldo’s entry of 
Aristeo and Mustang, plus the top filly 
Zambra and the stake mare Cira. 

The manner of running was quite un- 
expected. The pace was made by Aristeo 
and Tenerani, although it is known that 
Aristeo cannot afford to spend his 
sources early and that Tenerani is not at 
all an early horse.

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down the backstretch and along the far 
turn, Aristeo a length or so ahead of 
Tenerani. Coming into the homestretch, 
ace jockey Caprioli attempted to gain 
ground with Aristeo, leaving Tenerani 
farther behind. 

It was a smart show of horsemanship on 
the side of Caprioli, but Tenerani is too 
good a horse to be beaten by such tactics. 
Tenerani sprang up at the first command 
of his jockey, reached Aristeo, and left 
him on the spot, running with the typical 
action of the Havresacs, which he had in- 
herited from his sire, Cavaliere d’Arpino, 
which is by Havresac 2nd. Tenerani had 
done the same last June in the Gran 
Premio when he had run practically alone 
down all the stretch. 

Aristeo tried to keep pace with the win- 
ner, but in vain, and in the last quarter 
he looked rather worn out, so that Duccio 
came on to challenge him and gain sec- 
ond place. Aristeo was third, preceding 
Zambra. 

The official watch was damaged, but 
private timing caught the 2,400 meters 
(114 miles) in 2:29, which is the record 
for the race. 

The success of Tenerani gives him a 
unique record in Italy. He is the only 
horse ever to have won the Quadruple 
Crown plus the Premio del Jockey Club. 

People here were regretting his absence 
from the great French race on the same 


day, where the other Italian horse, Fante, 
was fourth behind Le Paillon, Gayama, 
and Madelon. We believe, on the form 
shown, that Tenerani would have won the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. It was his 
wrong race at Merano which caused Fede. 
rico Tesio to forfeit the engagement. 
There is now talk of Tenerani being 
sent to run for the Ascot Gold Cup next 
year, and he is the kind of horse which can 
run that race with good chances. But all 
depends on his being in good condition 
until next June. Tenerani is one of the 
strongest and most durable horses we 
have had. (As you may remember, last 
year *Gladiolo lost the Jockey Club after 
having won the 3-year-old Classics.) He 
is still perfectly sound and he never looked 
so healthy as at the present moment. After 
this race he walked back into the winner’s 
circle without the least sign of tiredness; 
he did not sweat at all, and it was the 
general impression that the horse looked 
altogether as if he had not raced. 


Editor’s note. In correspondence air- 
mailed from Rome October 14, Mr. Var- 
ola reported that on Sunday, October 14, 
Aristeo had avenged himself upon Duccio 
by beating him in a nine-furlong stakes 
in which Tenerani was not present. 

Naucide, 2-year-old half-brother to Near- 
co and Niccolo dell’ Arca, won another 
race. Grifone, by *Vezzano, “dominated 
both ends of a stakes race.”

A Jockey Eases 
Up Too Soon 


MELBOURNE 
A crowd of more than 51,000 people had 
their money’s worth at Caulfield on Oc- 
tober 11 when the spring racing season in 
Melbourne began on a much brighter tone 
than was the case a year ago. Tote bet- 
ting at £170,000 was nearly £25,000 better 
than on the corresponding day in 1946. 
Greatest sensation of the day was when 
the 5-to-4 favorite Chanak, ridden by lead- 
ing jockey A. Breasley, was beaten inches 
in a camera finish for the Caulfield Guin- 
eas. a mile race of 2.600 guineas for 3- 
year-olds, and usually regarded as a reli- 
able pointer to the Victoria Derby. 
Half-way down the straight, Chanak was 
going comfortably in front and it seemed 
only a matter of by how far he would 
win. However, Breasley started easing 
him up and was caught napping when 
Hororata (by Hellespont, sire of Chanak) 
swooped down on the outside and won by 
a nose. 
There was a terrific uproar from the big 
crowd and Breasley later admitted that he 
had thrown the race away. He was car-

peted by the stewards and suspended from 
riding in races for a month. 

He will miss the Melbourne Cup meet- 
ing and this is in itself a severe punish- 
ment, although most people expected him 
to get six months. The leniency of the 
stewards was freely commented upon in 
a case in which the betting public were 
the losers by at least £200,000. 

Chanak should have won easily, and his 
connections were furious at such a rich 
race being hurled into the air by the sheer 
incompetence of an experienced senior 
jockey. Breasley had had his lesson and 
said afterwards it “would never happen 
again.” Punters hope not. 

Hororata was only a chance runner in 
the Caulfield Guineas. He is a useful 
type of colt which probably will stay better 
than Chanak. Anyway, the Victoria Derby 
on November 1 will answer this question. 

E. J. Willmott trains Hororata, which 
was ridden desperately by the Sydney 
jockey, Bill Briscoe. when he realized that 
Breasley was taking things too easily. 
Briscoe said afterwards that he never 
dreamed his mount would get up in time to 
defeat Chanak. 

Willmott rounded off a big day by win- 
ning the Toorak Handicap, a mile race 
worth £2,000. with huge Don Pedro (by 
Gay Lothario) which started at 15 to 1 
and finished with a great run to account 
for Commend and the gray Hiraji. Don 


Pedro has never been better and he looks 
like taking a hand in the finish for the 
Caulfield Cup on October 18. 

Royal Gem has been under a cloud for 
a few days and has eased greatly in the 
market, and perhaps the winner of the 
great race, worth £6,750, will be fought 
out between Hiraji, Don Pedro and Calum. 
nist. 

Dollar Princess (by Hellespont) started 
favorite for the Debutante Stakes for fillies, 
but fell at the home turn, breaking a leg, 
She was destroyed. The winner was Har- 
ella, a nice filly by Burberry (by Gay 
Lothario). The Debutant Stakes was won 
in dashing style by Gay Archer (by Agin- 
court) which ran his half-mile in :48 
while Harella took :4834. Gay Archer 
led all the way and looks like being one 
of the swiftest of the early 2-year-olds. 

Breasley won two races after the Guin- 
eas incident and each time he rode back 
to scale he was greeted with prolonged 
hooting and jeering. All round, he had a 
most unhappy day, despite his brace of 
winners.

Shortly afterwards it 
was announced that plans to send Shannon 
to Melbourne for the spring season had 
been changed and the horse would in- 
stead, be shipped to the U. S. next week. 

This decision was by no means unex- 
pected, because almost every horse for 
which Shannon’s owner, W. J. Smith, Syd- 
ney business magnate, has paid big money, 
has eventually gone to your country. 

Shannon is to be placed in training in 
the States early in the new year with, no 
doubt, the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap 
as his main spring objective. 

Shannon has won only £2.700 in stakes 
for his new owner this season and has 
suffered two defeats from four starts, which 
is not too encouraging for a horse which 
cost 26,000 guineas at auction. 


No excuses could be made for the defeat 
of Shannon in the Craven Plate. Darby 
Munro rode him to perfection but near- 
ing the winning post, Russia flashed up 
on the outside to win by inches. Some 
people believe Shannon has become sour. 

Big backers had a torrid time over the 
race as in a field of three, Shannon started 
at 3 to 1, and Russia at 8 to 1. In third 
place was Columnist (by Genetout), which 
was to have his next start in the Caulfield 
Cup in Melbourne on October 18. He is 
now favorite, having supplanted Fresh 
Boy (by Revelation) from that position.

He won 
the Melbourne Cup last year and his stake- 
winnings are now in the vicinity of £30,000.

He 
has had 25 races and has won 14 of them 
for £18,987 in stakes. He was sold as a 
yearling to the late Peter Riddle of Sydney 
for only 350 guineas, and was bred at the 
famous Kia-Ora Stud, where Percy Miller 
has bred scores of great horses. 


In the United States. Shannon will racé 
in Mr. Smith’s name but it is not yet 
known who will train him. Frank Dalton 
took him over after his sale for 26.000 
guineas. but he cannot afford the time to 
make the trip over the Pacific. 


Barney O’Brien. who has been the con- 
stant attendant of Shannon since his year- 
ling days, probably will take him across on 
a boat which will leave Brisbane in the 
near future. 


He is out of NELL McDONALD, half-sister to the great race horse and sire, WISE COUNSELLOR, 
and dam of the stakes winner Unselfish, the handicap winner Cuantos, and the producer Nell Barton.

We hope that 
this will continue to be the case when the 
December Sales come along, although no- 
body in the country has any confidence in 
the ability of our present Administration 
to see us through the winter without a 
serious breakdown. We live for the pres- 
ent—and that isn’t really worth living for. 

At Ascot on September 27 we took leave 
of J. A. Dewar’s brilliant Guineas winner, 
Tudor Minstrel, which ran away from four 
opponents over his favorite distance, a 
mile. Tudor Minstrel is now to be syndi- 
cated at £2,500 per share; needless to say 
he was heavily over-subscribed. The Hurst 
Park racing chiefly concerned the 2-year- 
olds, accounts of which must be left over 
for a future article. 

We are still working in very dry condi- 
tions. There has been no rain to speak 
of, with one short interval, since the spring, 
and trainers are having the greatest dif_i- 
culty in preparing their charges for the 
big autumn handicaps and other races at 
Newmarket.

Another Big One Goes 
To Fred Astaire’s Triplicate 


Since 1899, when Prince Andre Ponia- 
towski and other racing enthusiasts intro- 
duced Tanforan to the San Francisco area. 
various persons connected with the Turf 
in the neighborhood of the Golden Gate 
have envisioned race programs attended 
by crowds comparable with the largest in 
other parts of the country. Not until Oc- 
tober 18, 1947, was the dream realized on 
the scale which had been imagined. 

On this occasion Golden Gate Fields. 
the track built on the shore of the Golden 
Gate, offered its biggest race. the $75.000 
added Golden Gate Handicap. and attract- 
ed 33.309 persons, the biggest crowd ever 
to attend racing in northern California. 
(Tanforan once approximated 30.000). The 
pari-mutuel turnover was not equal. by 
about $17,000, to the best at Bay Meadows 
last winter, but it would do for a starter— 
$1.386.547. 

Of this sum, $273.749 was bet on the 
114-mile handicap. A plurality of the 
$273.749 went on Fred Astaire’s Tripli- 
cate, which had set the course record for a 
mile (1:35) earlier in the meeting. and 
also had behind him the prestige of win- 
ning the San Juan Capistrano Handicap 
and the Hollywood Gold Cup last year.

Trainer Clyde 
Phillips. representing Fred Astaire. the 
dancer. bought him for $6,000. 

Mr. Astaire races only a few horses. pro- 
fesses to be well satisfied if he can break 
even. Triplicate began to provide operat- 
ing expenses on a large scale in March, 
1946. when he won Santa Anita Park’s 114- 
mile San Juan Capistrano Handicap, set- 
ting a new track record of 2:2875. His 
share of the purse was $40,030. 


The following July. Triplicate came out 
for the $100.000-added Hollywood Gold 
Cup at 114 miles, got through in the 
stretch to beat Honeymoon and Historian

Trainer Phillips died last December, and 
Triplicate was prepared for the Golden 
Gate Handicap. his third big California 
jackpot, by Larry Campion. Occasionally 
this year Triplicate had gone a mile and a 
quarter or farther, but most of his races 
have been at shorter distances. In his 
last victory prior to the handicap he set 
a track record of 1:35 for the mile at 
Golden Gate Fields. 

As a yearling Fairday: dam of Tripli- 
cate, appeared to be one of the most likely 
racing prospects of the 1930 crop of foals. 
but because she was one of the last daugh- 
ters of Fair Play, which had died late in 
1929, Mr. Widener decided to reserve her 
from racing. and she was sent to the stud 
as soon as she became mature.

jaul horses belonging to other people. 
fhe ordinance was obviously intended to 
keep a man from running a business with- 
out a license, and not to keep A’ from 
hauling B’s horse, for free. and for court- 
ey, This has been done for years, nobody 
ninded. No matter, it would stretch, and 
the 54 visitors at Jamaica were marooned. 

Two men got to the license office before 
it closed Friday afternoon and got cartage 
licenses. One left with his, and presum- 
ably still has it. The other was. still 
around when the word got out that this 
wasn't the idea, and his license was re- 
examined, declared to be improperly made 
wut, and destroyed. 

Thereupon the office closed, and since it 
didn’t open Saturday anyway, there was 
no possibility of avoiding a badly riddled 
card for Saturday. So Jamaica officials 
called off the racing, asked for a switch 
to Belmont Park. 

This never had a prayer. The union 
called it strike-breaking, and the Mayor 
could see most of his percentage going 
into strongly Republican Nassau County. 

On Saturday the SLRB went back into 
action. It was reported that telegrams had 
been sent to various horsemen, requesting 
their presence at the meeting. since the 
Horsemen’s Committee had become head- 
less. L spent all morning trying to find 
some one who had got a telegram and 
couldn't. Anyway nine men, including 
Hirsch Jacobs, James Graf, Phil and Isi- 
dor Bieber showed up, and after a confer- 
ence which lasted until eight o’clock in 
the evening, signed the contract which 
other horsemen had rejected on Thursday. 

This was enough to salve everybody’s 
feelings, and the strike was called off. The 
SLRB is now busy tracking down other 
horsemen and trying to get them to sign. 
That issue is still clouded, though my 
understanding is that the 97 or so stables 
that signed authorization for the Horse- 
men’s Committee to act as their bargain- 
ing agent are legally bound for a period 
of a year to negotiate with the union. 
Those who did not sign such authorization 
are on their own. Through Sunday, Oc- 
tober 19, 28 had signed the compromise 
contract. 

Funny thing was that Local 814, which 
could pull off only 116 grooms and exer- 
tie boys on Saturday. got four or five 
times that many votes in the election. Ob- 
viously a lot of men who did not join the 
union wanted it as a bargaining agent, 
figuring they'd get a free ride.

dual stallions do better if bred daily at a 
very regular time. Other stallions must 
be rested several days after service to be 
used successfully. A stallion with sperma- 
tozoa whose life is very limited (deter- 
mined by longevity tests) should cover a 
mare several times at frequent intervals 
before ovulation. (This should not be 
confused with the wasteful double-cover ). 

Fortunately, it is possible to switch a 
mare to another horse if we run into in- 
corrigible sterility. There is no need of 
a dissertation on “the test tube foal” com- 
parable to the “test tube baby.” which is 
the polite way of switching sires and winds 
up most popular articles concerning steril- 
ity in the human family. 


The following footnote was added by 
Major Trum to the original article, above, 
for the purpose of answering questions that 
may have arisen in the minds of readers: 


BEHAVIOR OF STALLIONS. One 
must be a close observer to determine 
whether or not some horses ejaculate and 
complete the service before they come 
down from the mare. The average stal- 
lion gets ready to cover quickly upon enter- 
ing the breeding shed. He mounts the 
mare promptly and enters her without 
any aid. His tail. which he will carry 
about straight back, will be very actively

going up and down. His whole attitude is 
of intense anticipation. His eyes and ears 
are alert, and he is most often nipping at 
the mare with his mouth. 

At the moment of ejaculation there will 
be spasmodic contraction, somewhat rhyth- 
mical, of the urethra within the penis. 
These contractions can be seen by an ob- 
server, or if the stallion is being guided 
to enter the mare, the contractions can be 
felt by the man guiding the penis. At 
this time the tail, instead of waving up and 
down, will now make a characteristic, 
short, quick, and rythmical up and down 
motion which is known as “flagging.” 
After ejaculation the horse ceases to nip at 
the mare and an attitude of complete re- 
laxation is noted. 

For some reason there are. stallions 
whose tails are carried over their backs 
while making a cover. Other stallions do 
not elevate their tails. The “flagging,” 
although it takes place, is almost imper- 
ceptible in such cases. There are times 
when even experienced observers cannon 
detect these signs and are not sure a com- 
pleted cover, with ejaculation, has been 
made. 

The ordinary breeding establishment has 
no way of examining for spermatozoa. 
which if found in the vagina following 
service is definite proof that the service 
was completed. Lacking such facilities 
they must depend upon the attitude of the

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horse to a greater extent. However, there 
are characteristics of the semen which are 
indicative and can be observed without the 
aid of a microscope. The semen of a stal. 
lion is ejaculated in several parts, each 
part mixing with the other. For all practi- 
cal purposes there are three notable parts 
to the ejaculation. The first fluid js 
watery and except for the dirt and sebum 
mixed with it, it is clear—there are no 
spermatozoa in this. The second is milky 
and contains the spermatozoa. Finally a 
gelatinous, sticky-stringy substance js 
ejaculated. When a horse dismounts with 
that latter dripping from his penis, you 
know he has completed a service. When 
he drips the former clear, watery fluid the 
service has not been made. 

For many years it has been noted that 
either broodmares or stallions which have 
an abnormally long intra-uterine life—i. e. 
are carried over the herd average by any 
length of time—have a poorer breeding 
record than the average. Although not 
necessarily sterile, their fecundity is les. 
sened from 10 per cent to 15 per cent, 
according to some observers. Von Oetten- 
gen and Williams wrote of this more than 
25 years ago. Dr. J. W. Britton wrote of 
it from experience he had while working 
with Arabians at Pomona, Calif.

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“Sir Gallahad 3rd Leads Broodmare Sire List 


*Sir Gallahad 3rd, imported from 
France by a small syndicate of breeders 
in 1926 and established at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky.. had his first 
representatives in American racing in 1929 
and was an immediate success. His daugh- 
ters soon made him an outstanding sire 
of broodmares. 

As early as 1937. when his oldest Ameri- 
can-bred daughters were 10 years old, he 
was fifth on the list of leading broodmare 
sires. and in only one year since then 
has he ranked lower than fourth. 

He was the leader in 1939, and when he 
returned to the top of the list in 1943 it 
was at once obvious that he was likely to 
hold top honors for several years. As the 
sire of a larger number of registered foals 
than any other sire in American breeding 
history, he had an advantage of numbers 
as well as of class. 

Through the racing October 11 he stood 
at the top of the list for 1947. with such 
a margin as to suggest that he probably 
will be the leading sire of broodmares for 
the fifth year in succession. 

The 30-year-old Man o’ War, never bred 
to more than 25 mares in a year and hence 
represented by a considerable smaller num- 
ber of producing daughters. has ranked 
second on the broodmare sire list in each 
of the last five years. -and he holds the 
same position in 1947 to date of compila- 
tion of the accompanying statistics, which, 
unlike the sire list now published by THE 
Bioop-Horse, include first monies only. 

Stimulus and Chance Shot. which ranked 
third and fourth in 1946, are now fourth 
and fifth, below *Sickle. which is now 
buried at Elmendorf Farm. 

In each of the last three years *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd has established new records 
through the earnings of his daughters’ pro- 
duce. His 1946 total was $994.795. Since 
only Gallorette, among his principal rep- 
resentatives, is still in action. his total 
this year may be lower. 

The following list includes only those 
sires whose daughters have produced the 
winners of as much as $20.000 in aggregate 
first monies.
